Claim 1 (Currently amended): A method for treating a sensory, motor and/or cognitive 
deficit wherein said method comprises the intracerebral administration of a haemapopi e tic st e m c e ll 
hematopoietic stem cells to a patient in need of such treatment. 

Claim 2 (Currently amended): The method, according to claim 1, which comprises 
intracerebral transplantation of said st e m c e ll hematopoietic stem cells into a damaged brain. 

Claim 3 (Previously amended): The method, according to claim 1 , wherein the treatment is 
for a condition selected from the group consisting of Alzheimer's disease, Parkinson's disease, 
Korsakoff s disease and Creuzfeld- Jacob disease. 

Claim 4 (Currently amended): The method, according to claim 1, wherein said 
haematopoietic st e m c e ll is hematopoietic stem cells are conditionally immortal. 

Claim 5 (Currently amended): The method, according to claim 4, wherein said eeU 
compri se s hematopoietic stem cells comprise a temperature sensitive oncogene which is not 
expressed at a temperature above ^5-G_35_^. 

Claim 6 (Previously amended): The method, according to claim 5, wherein said onocogene 
expresses the SV40 T- antigen.
